II In fact, they’re not. As the couple 
i i approach their 10th wedding 
1 1 anniversary, they’ve set off a round 
§ i of tabloid divorce speculation 


by spending weeks apart — and 
appearing miserable when they are 
together. Now, insiders admit the 
end may be near. “Where there’s 
smoke, there’s fire,” says a source 
close to the couple. “The marriage 
is in trouble.” The insiders point 
the finger squarely at Affleck. 

“Ben has issues with addiction and 


gambling,” continues the source, 
adding that the blackjack aficionado, 
who went to rehab in 2001 for 
alcohol dependency, “goes to Vegas 
for days at a time.” When he’s not 
partying, the 42-year-old is work- 
ing. At the couple’s $17-5 million 
home in Pacific Palisades, “Ben 
is hardly around,” says a source 
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who has worked with Garner and 
Affleck. “He comes home for a little, 
and then has to jet off to another 
project.” If it weren’t for Violet, 9, 
Seraphina, 6, and Samuel, Gar- 
ner, 43, would have walked away 
already, says the source. Instead, 
the couple have turned to therapy, 
both together and separately, to 
help mend their marriage. “They 
are trying to work it out for the kids’ 
sake,” says the insider. “But things 
are not at all peaches and cream 
with them.” 

ISEPARATE LIVES 

The relationship these days is more 
bitter than sweet. Affleck has taken 
to crashing at the Hotel Bel- Air, 
rather than spending nights at 
home. Explains the source, “He 
stays there whenever he and Jen 
are having problems.” Away from 
his wife’s watchful eye, he downs 


cocktails at the bar. “There’s no need 
to sugarcoat it,” says the insider. 
“Ben is drinking again.” 

Which is why Garner worries 
when he heads out of town. “He 
gets into trouble on his own,” says 
the Garner source. Just last year, 
Affleck was banned from playing 
blackjack at the Hard Rock Hotel 
& Casino in Las Vegas after he was 
accused of counting cards. (TMZ 
reported he’d also been gambling in 
a Detroit casino in September.) “Jen 
was embarrassed and pissed off,” 
says the source close to the couple. 
“She feels like she gives him an inch 
and he takes a mile.” 

He’s also been repeatedly gone 
because of film shoots. Over the 
past 18 months, the actor-director 
— who’s transformed himself from 
Gigli punch line to in-demand, 
multihyphenate A-lister — filmed 
three movies. There was Gone Girl 


in Missouri for five weeks; Batman 
V Superman: Dawn of Justiee in 
Detroit and Chicago over seven 
months; and in January, TheAe- 
eountant in Atlanta for two months. 
Garner put a positive spin on the 
situation in March. “He’s been 
superbusy,” Garner told Us. “I’m su- 
perhappy for him. So I chose to stay 
home and just said, ‘Go for it, babe. 

Do it all.’” Her sacrifices, Affleck 
told Playboy in 2014, “allowed me 
to have a stable home life while ac- 
complishing my professional goals.” 

Friends say that work/home-life 
balance is hardly so neat. “Ben 
constantly thinks about work,” says 
a Garner pal. “He’s tough to be 
married to because he’s a worka- 
holic.” Though Affleck regularly \ V 
returned home at Garner’s be- i

WNBA war: The day after Johnson 
reveals she's pregnant, Griner files for an 
annulment, citing fraud by kevin o-leary 


B rittney Griner has opened 
up to ESPN about coming 
out as a lesbian and en- 
during the gender gap in 
professional basketball players’ 
salaries. But on June 8, a new 
interview topic sent the WNBA 
superstar into tears. Discussing 
the annulment papers she filed 
on June 5, one day after her wife 
of 28 days, fellow hoops pro Glory 
Johnson, announced she was 
pregnant, an emotional Griner, 
24, called the marriage “a huge 

mistake I knew I shouldn’t 

have went through with it.” 

Now the two are going head 
to head in a battle of she said, 
she said. Griner, the Phoenix 
Mercury’s center, claims she has 
no biological connection to the 
baby and does not know when 
Johnson became pregnant. Tulsa 
Shock forward Johnson, also 24, 
countered in a June 15 email to 
Us that “Brittney was a willing 
participant, consenting and sign- 
ing all the necessary documents” 
for Johnson’s in vitro fertilization 
with her own egg and 
donor sperm. And though 
Johnson told TMZ Sports 
she was “blindsided” by the 
filing, Griner asserts that 
she has June 3 texts proving 
the two agreed to split. 



I BAD CALLS 

The romance between the 
rival players once seemed like 
a slam dunk. Johnson, who 
as recently as May has stated 
she’s “not a lesbian,” fell for the 
6-foot-8 phenom after they hit 
it off at a postgame gathering 
in June 2014. “It was weird, but 
it was so comfortable,” Johnson 
told The New York Times in 
May. Two months later, Griner 


and the 6-foot-3 University of 
Tennessee alum announced 
their engagement on Instagram, 
and committed to appear on a 
January episode of TLC’s Say Yes 
to the Dress: Atlanta. “Being on 
a court, I know exactly what I’m 
doing,” an affable Griner mused 
on the show. “Being on a bridal 
floor, not so much!” 

But cracks began to show April 
22, when both were arrested fol- 
lowing a fight in their Goodyear, 
Arizona, home. After an all-day 
argument, the altercation turned 
physical, and Johnson’s visiting 
sister, Judy, dialed 911- “WE’RE 
OK... ,” Johnson Instagrammed 
two days later. “#NobodysPerfect.” 
(Griner pleaded guilty to misde- 
meanor disorderly conduct and 
has begun 26 weeks of domestic 
violence classes; Johnson pleaded 
not guilty and her case was 
dismissed. The league suspended 
each woman for seven games.) 

While Griner says she tried 
to call off the May nuptials — 
“Sometimes you feel pressured 
into things,” the Baylor graduate 
told ESPN — Johnson insists to 
Us that they “both willfully and 
joyfully walked down the aisle.” 

If Griner fights paying child 
support, it could set a precedent 
in the state for same-sex couples. 
“This is going to come down to 
whether the court will hold Ms. 
Griner to contractual promises,” 
says Arizona lawyer Claudia D. 
Work, who believes Griner’s an- 
nulment chance is slim, given the 
public nature of their courtship. 

As the soap opera unfolds, 
Johnson says she will focus on 
the baby and move to Tulsa for 
home-team support. Griner’s 
game plan: “Just submerge my- 
self in basketball.” US

Ray, divorced and beholden to crooks, 
embarks on an ambitious road to re- 
demption by trying to solve the central 
crime. Farrell's performance proves 
memorable.
